Text of Hughes’ Note to Allies 


WASHINGTON, April 7. 

HE text of the note to Great 
T aritain, which is similar to 

that to France and Italy, 
follows: 

“With respect to the mandate 
to Japan, purporting to have 
been confirmed and defined in 
its terms by the Supreme Coun- 
cil of the League of Nations, of 
the German possessions in the 
Pacific Ocean, lying north of the 
equator, this Government deems 
it appropriate to state the fun- 
damental basis of its repre- 
sentations and the _ principles 
which, in its view, are deter- 
minative. 

“It will not be questioned that 
the right to dispose of the over- 
seas possessions of Germany was 
acquired only through the victo- 
ry of the allied and associated 
Powers, and it is also believed 
that there is no disposition on 
the part of the British Govern- 
ment to deny the participation 
of the United States in that the 
right accruing to the allied and 
associated Powers through the 
common victory is shared by the 
United States and that there 
could be no valid or effective 
disposition of the overseas pos- 
sessions of Germany now under 
consideration without the assent 
of the United States. 

No Powcr Vested. 

“This Government must, 
therefore, point out that as the 
United States has never vested 
either the Supreme Council or 
the League of Nations with any 
authority to bind the United 
States or to act on its behalf, 
there has been no opportunity 
for any decision which could be 
deemed to affect the rights of 
the United States. It may also 
be observed that the right ac- 
cruing to the United States 
through the victory in which it 
has participated could not be re- 
garded as in any way ceded or 
surrendered to Japan, or to oth- 
er nations, except by treaty, and 
that no such treaty has been 
made. 

“The fact that the United 
States has not ratified the treaty 
of Versailles cannot detract from 
rights which the United States 
has already acquired, and it is 
hardly necessary to suggest that 
atreaty to which the United 
States is not a party could not 
affect these rights. But it 
should be noted that the treaty 
of Versailles did not purport to 
secure to Japan or to any other 
nations any right in the overseas 
possessions of Germany, save as 
an equal right therein should be 
secured to the United States. On 
the contrary, Article 119 of the 
Treaty of Versailles provides: 

“‘*Germany renounces in fa- 
vor of the principal allied and 
associated Powers al! her rights 
and titles over her overseas pos- 
sessions.’

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“It will not be questioned that § 


one of, the ‘principal allied and 
associated Powers’ in whose fa- 
vor Germany renounces her 
rights and titles is the United 
States. Thus, not only could the 
position of the Government of 
Japan derive no strength from 
the treaty of Versailles or from 
any discussion preliminary 
thereto, but the terms of that 
treaty confirm the position of 
the Government of the United 
States. 

“Further, the draft convention 
relating to the mandate for the 
German concessions in the Pa- 
cific Ocean, north of the equa- 
tor, which was subsequently 
proposed, proceeded in the same 
view, purporting on behalf of 
the United States as one of the 
grantors to confer the mandate 
upon Japan, thus recognizing 
the right and interest of the 
United States and the fact that 
the proposed action could not be 
effective without the agreement 
of the United States as pne of 
the principal allied and asso- 
clated Powers. 

Has Not Extended Treaty. 

“As the United States did not 
enter this convention or {Into 
any treaty relating to the sub- 


Upholding U. S. 


ject, this Government is unable 
to understand upon what 
grounds it was thereafter at- 
tempted to confer the mandate 
without the agreement of the 
United States. It is manifest 
that the League of Nations was 
without any authority to bind 
the United States, and that the 
confirmation of the mandate in 
question, and the definition of 
its terms, by the Council of the 
League of Nations in December, 
1920, cannot be regarded as 
having efficacy with respect to 
the United States. 

“It should be noted that this 
mandate not only recites article 
119 of the Treaty of Versailles 
to the effect that “Germany re- 
nounces in favor of the princl- 
pal allied and associated Powers 
all her rights over her overseas 
possessions, including therein 
the groups of islands in the Pa- 
cific Ocean lying north of the 
Equator,’ but also recites that 
‘the principal allied and asso- 
ciated Powers agreed that in ac- 
cordance with article 22, part 1 
(covenant of the League of Na- 
tions) of the said treaty, a man- 
date should be conferred upon 
his majesty the Emperor of Ja- 
pan to administer the_ said 
islands and has proposed that 
the mandate should be formu- 
lated,’ as set forth. While this 
last quoted recital, as has al- 
ready been pointed out in pre- 
vious communications by this 
Government, is inaccurate in its 
terms, inasmuch as the United 
States as one of the principal 
associated Powers had not so 
agreed and proposed, the recital 
again recognizes the necessity of 
the participation of the United 
States in order to make the pro- 
posed disposition effective. 

No Binding Decision, 

“AS, the absence of any 
treaty with the United States 
relating to the matter, there 
was no decision on May 7, 19139, 
binding the United States, it is 
deemed to be unnecessary again 
to examine the brief minutes of 
the meeting of the Supreme 
Council on that date. It may, 
however, be proper to say that 
the minutes of this meeting, al- 
though obviously without any 
finality, could not properly be 
Construed without due regard to 
the other proceedings of the 
Supreme. Council. and without 
making account of the reserva- 
tions which President Wilson 
had already made in the previ- 
ous meetings of the Supreme 
Council on April 21, April 30, 
and May 1, 1919. The attitude 
of President Wilson is sufficient- 
ly shown by the following state- 
ment which he made to the De- 
partment of State on March 3, 
1921: 

‘I beg ‘@ return the note re- 
ceived yesterday from the Jap- 
anese Government, which I have 
read, in relation to the proposed 
mandate covering the Island of 
Yap.

“'T had not previously given 
particular attention to the word- 
ing of the council's minutes of 
May 7, 1919, which were only 
recently called to my attention. 
I had, on several occasions prior 
to the date mentioned, made 
specific reservations regarding 
the Island of Yap and had taken 
the position that it should not 
be assigned under mandate to 
any one power, but should be 
internationalized for cable pur- 
poses. I assumed that this posi- 
tion would be duly considered in 
connection with the settlement 
of the cable question and that it 
therefore was no longer a mat- 
ter for consideration in connec- 
tion with the peace negotiations. 
I never abandoned or modified 


Treaty Rights 


this position in respect to the 
Island of Yap, and I did not 
agree on May 7, 1919, or at any 
other time, that the Island of 
Yap should be included in the 
assignment of mandates to 
Japan. 

Agreements Conditional. 

“*‘as a matter of fact, all 
agreements arrived at regarding 
the assignment of mandates 
were conditional upon a subse- 
quent agreement being reached 
as to the specific terms of the 
mandates and, further, upon 
their acceptance by each of the 
principal allied and associated 
Powers. The consent of the 
United States is essential both as 
to assignments of mandates and 
the terms and provisions of the 
mandates, after agreement as to 
their assignment or allocation. 

‘‘The consent of the United 
States, as you know, has never 
been given on either point, as to 
the Island of Yap.’ 

“Apart from the expressed 
purpose of President Wilson in 
relation to the Island of Yap, 
inasmuch as the proceedings of 
the Supreme Council on May 7, 
1919, did not, and in the nature 
of things could not, have final- 
ity, this Government is unable 
to perceive any ground for the 
contention that it was the duty ‘ 
of this Government to make im- 
mediate protest with respect to 
the so-called decision of May /, 
1919, and certainly it cannot be 
said that an omission to do s0 
operated as a_ cession of its 
rights. It may be added, how- 
ever, that when the matter was 
brought to the attention of this 
Government in connection with 
the conference of communica- 
tions in October last, this Gov- 
ernment informed the Govern- 
ment of Japan and other Gov- 
ernments (by notes of Nov. 9, t 
1920), that it was the under- | 
standing of this Government 
that the Island of Yap was not 
included in the action of May 7, 
1919. Its position was subse- 
quently stated at length. t 

“It is a case of regret to this 
Government, that after and de- 
spite this protest, there should 
have been any attempt to pass 
upon drafts of mandates pur- 
porting to deal with the Pacifie 
islands, including Yap, and that 
a mandate should have been 
approved, or attempted to be put 
into effect, which, while pur- 
porting to be made in the name 
of the United States, was with- 
out the assent of the United 
States. This Government trusts 
that this action, which it. must 
assume was taken under a mis- 
apprehension, will be reconsid- 
ered.

‘ 
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Rights Not Ceded. 

“In particular, as treaty 
has ever been concluded with 
the United States relating to the 
island of Yap, and as no one 
has ever been authorized to cede 
or surrender the right or inter- 
est of the United States in the is- 
land, this Government must in- 
sist that it has not lost its right 
or interest as it existed prior to 
any action of the Supreme Coun- 
cil or of the League of Nations, 
and cannot recognize the alloca- 
tion of the island or the validity 
of the mandate to Japan. 

“In this view, this Govern- 
ment deems it to be unneces- 
sary at this time to consider the 
terms of the so-called ‘C’ man- 
dates, or the discussion with re- 
epect thereto. 

“This Government, as has 
been clearly stated in previous 
communications, seeks no ex- 
clusive interest In the Island of 
Yap and has no desire to se- 
cure any privileges without 
having similar privileges ac- 
corded to other Powers, includ- 
ing. of course, Japan, and re- 
lying upon the sense of justice 
‘of the Government of Japan 
and of the governments of the 
other allied and associated 
Powers, this Government looks 
with confidence to a disposition 
of the matter whereby the just 
interests of all may be properly 
conserved.”

This, however, is not pe 
culiar to Koch Hospital. It, unfor 
tunately, is the history of most tu 
berculosis sanitoria The prejudice 
, against the segregation of tubercu 


The sanatorium is not only the 
ideal way of caring for the individual 
who is ill with tuberculosis, but it 
also removes from the community a 
eatrier and a distributor of the tu- 
bercle bacillus. The proper tuber- 
culosis sanatorium is designed with 
the aforesaid prescription as a plan. 
Open air, with an unlimited supply 
of sunlight, scientifically planned diet 
and exercise facilities, are the re- 
quisites. 

The unfortunate feature of this 
situation is that there are too few 
and too emall sanatoria to provide 
for the tuberculosis population of 
America. It might also be said that 
care of all sufferers from this dis- 
ease in a sanatorium is an Utopian 
dream. However, we are optimistic 
in our present outlook on tubercu- 
losis, and realizing the comparatively 
emall number of those afflicted with

Another cause of this lost {mmunt- | 
zation or lessened resistance, is the | 
incidence of other childhood dis- | 
eases such as measles, whooping 
cough, diphtheria and scariet fever. 
All of these diseases break down the 
child's power of resistance and weak- | 
en his condition for fighting an ac- | 
tivation of the latent tuberculosis 
germ. The remedy of such condi- 
tions is, in the first case, removal! or 
separation of the child from the 
source of infection. The invariable 
consequence of nonremoval from the 
source of infection !s death. There- 
fore, the only practical wavy to pre- 
vent the death of the child is the 
isolation of the infected one in a 
Sanatorium, thus saving the child 
and giving tBe tuberculous patient a 
better chance for recovery. Treat- 
/ment of children who are exposed to 
infection from tuberculosis should 
_Iinclude restoration of power of re- 
sistance by careful attention to food 
and rest, by living in the open air as 
long a time as possible each day and 
by avoidance of overtaxing the men- 
tal and physical powers of the child.
